• Intlianapolis, Ind., May 20 — ^"Equal 
and exact justice to all men" as a 
remedy for uurest was prescribed by 
'■^Vice President Ifeurshall in his key- 
note addroi-s today bcrore the State 
Democratic Convention. He also ui^ed 
jail sentences for profiteers and in- 
creased production to relieve the high 
V /^st of living. 

"I hold that thn Democratic doc- 
trine of e<iiuil and exact justice to al 
men and of special privileges to none 
will meet all the angry and irrecon- 
cilcd views of today," said Mr. Marsh- 
all. 

The Vice President also cxpi-essctl 
that President Wilson and the Senate 
would reconcile their difTerenccs over 
the peace treaty and that it would be 
ratified; but .'^aid no man should be 
read out of the Democratic party be- 
cause of his opinion on the Loagiw; 
of Nations. 

"This was, as I understand it," the 
Vice President said, "an American 
war. The peace should be an Ameri- 
c:;n peace. The v.ar rould not have 
been fou.t^ht successfully as either a 
Democratic or Republican war. The 
jieace can not brinti: that real peace 
which the American people want if 
it be made either as a Democratic or 
a Republican peace. 

"I .still hope that the President and 
the Senate will reach an accord upon 
such terms as will enable the treaty 
to be ratified and a dc jure peace to 
be made with the govemment of Ger- 
many, >but JUS I tjrant to no nr.-n the 
light to read mo out of the Demo- 
cratic party nor to say to me that I 
can not stan<l upon its platfonn, a<l- 
vocate the election of its candiflates 
and vote for them, I, myself, will not 
ray to any man that his views upon 
the League of Nations inevitably 
place him "without the Democratic 
fold."

of the entire denomination in the 
United States, if the recommen- 
dation of a commissicni which has 
been studying the subject for the 
past year is approved by the Pres- 
byterian General Assembly which 
o{)cns its annual s'essions here to- 
night., 

A s;urvey, taken by the Com- 
mission on the Official Relation of 
Women in the Church, in which 
the opinions of leading ministers 
elders and women was obtained, 
led its members to these conclu- 
sions : 

"That the Seri])turcs did not 
forbid either women elders or 
women preachers ; that three oth- 
ed denominations ordain v»-omen 
to the ministry but that few wo- 
men avail themselves of the j'l iv- 
ilege; that fotir other fienomiu.-i- 
tions did not b.ave women ];reach- 
ers and arc not inclined to have 
them; that the evideiiee sliown is 
favoral)le to women as elders but 
Unfavorable to women as minis- 
ters; that of the l'resl)\ tcrian.. 
canvassed (jO per cent favored 
women as elders, 48 per cent fa- 
vored women as ministers, while 
31 1-2 i)er cent op]>osed any 
change in the present usage of 
the church." 

An elder in the Presbyterian 
church occupies a sjiiritual oflice 
but does not incach. lli' a>>i--ts 
the minister in his religious dut- 
ies and. as a prebyter. is a mem- 
ber of the gr)verning body of the 
church emlowed u ith the ftmetion 
among others, of maintaining de- 
nominational df)ctrine and adnn"!' 
istering discipline. For centur- 
i^s the office has been filled ex- 
clusively by men.

"In practically all of these sev- 
en churches," said the report, 
"women are admittetl'tt; everv 
other official i)osition in the 
church except the ministry. They 
serve on ofiicial boards, are trus- 
tees, deaconesses, etc.. and there 
is a growing ten.Ieney to admit 
them to official eqiialitv \\ i(Ii v\en 
in the matter of ee>uncil and over- 
sight in the governiiYent and ser- 
vice oi the churcli." 

Those opposed to any change in 
the present usage in the Presby- 
terian church Were quoted by the 
commission as urging that ordin- 
ation of women would lower the 
dignity of the office, afford an ex- 
cuse for men to shirk their duties, 
retard or defeat the union of 
Presbyterian churches in the L'n- 
ited States, keep men from 
church and countenace and ac 
celerate a "dangerous feministic 
movement." 

Arguments quoted in favor of 
the change included statements 
that it would accord with the 
spirit of the age and with wo- 
men's civil ef[uaHty, that women 
and girls composed the majority 
of thp membership of the church 
and did more work than the other 
sex and that they wer^ "entitled j tive."
